Hazards to health 


PART TWO OF A SERIES 
by Dr, J, M, Howell, 
Medical Officer of Health, 
Sturgeon Health Unit, 


What can the younger 
middle-aged woman do to 
combat the risks to health 
that all of us face? 

According to Dr, Louis C, 
Robbins, of George Wash- 
ington School of Medicine, 
the average woman of 40 
has a 351 in 100,000 chance 
of dying of breast cancer in 
the next ten years, If her 
mother or sister had this 
disease the risk rises to 
526, Risk-reducing methods 
include monthly self-exam- 
ination and annual check ups, 

The next two commonest 
risks are heart disease (297) 
and stroke (200) and weight 
reduction is the risk-reduc- 
ing factor appropriate for 
both, 

Then comes cancer of the 
womb and cervix (181), Ann- 
ual smears reduce this risk 
by 4/5 to 36, Cancer of the 
colon (109) is doubled in 
importance if there is a 
family history of this dis- 
ease (218) but annual exam- 
ination brings the risk back 
to 109, 

Next we note motor 
vehicle accidents at 103 for 
an average annual mileage; 
always wearing seatbelts 
halves this figure (52). 

Dr, Robbins has shown 
with this example how, even 
for a woman with a multi- 
tude of factors operating 
against her, the total risk

of dying can be brought down 
from 3020 (the average for 
this age) to 2533, an im- 
provement of one quarter, 

This may be the preven- 
tive medicine of the future: 
personal medicine practised 
on the basis of probability, 
the theory being that the 
earlier disease is antici- 
pated, the better the outlook 
for useful survival, At the 
moment most people only 


consult their doctor when 
some crisis forces them to 
do so; in the future we can 
predict individually planned 
and supervised health pro- 
grammes from the cradle 
to the grave, Much of the 
work can be done by spec- 
ially trained nurses or even 
by automated technology and 
computors, so that expense 
or doctor shortage need not 
be unsurmountable. 
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It takes a lot 


to keep ahead 


It now costs 26% more to 
finance the average family’s 
living expenditures than it 
did in 1960, The Financial 
Post points out, Weekly 
wages and salaries in indus- 
try as a whole have risen 
by an average of 44% since 
1960, Dollar incomes per 
household have jumped 
ahead to average $9,427 in 
1968 = almost 52% more than 
in 1960, These broad meas- 
ures of change make it 
clear, statistically that Can- 
adian families have never 
had it so good, But caught 
between steadily rising tax- 
es and steadily eroding pur- 
chasing power, many 
families have good reason 
to wonder if they are really 
much better off than at the 
beginning of the decade « or 
even as well off as a few 
years ago,

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Christmas in Distant Lands

“Christianity is the third 
popular religion in India,’’ 
said Mrs, Sneh Kamra, a 
grade 3 teacher at Leo Nick- 
arson School. ‘‘Since the 
government is secular, all 
religious celebrations are 
left to the beliefs and cus- 
toms of the people.’’ 

There is a strong British 
influence in India, Mrs, 
Kamra said, Therefore, 
Christmas as celebrated by 
the Christian peoples of In- 
dia strongly resembles that 
of the British Isles. 

“Christmas comes to In- 
dia in the best season ofthe 
year, Winter in the plainsis 
quite mild, so most of the 
celebrations for this festive 
season are held outdoors,’’ 

In the big cities, Christ- 
mas {s celebrated with col- 


ored lights, beautifully de- 
corated stores and houses, 
In rural areas, where there 
is no electricity, houses are 
lighted with small earthen- 
ware lamps, 

Christmas trees are used 
in the mountain regions, but 
in the plains, where spruce 
and pine do not grow, beauti- 
ful, vividly colored flowers 
decorate the churches and 
homes, 

Santa Claus, or “Father 
Christmas”’ as he is called, 
is popular only in certain 
areas of India. He comes 
complete with red suit and 
beard, 

Families visit back and 
forth during the Christmas 
holidays, cards are sent by 
some, carols are sung, and 
presents are exchanged, 
The custom of “‘hanging the 
stockings’’ is not known in 
India, Mrs, Kamra said, 

Festivities start about a 
week before Christmas, 
Children set off fireworks 
and noise, color and excite~ 
ment fills the community, 
In certain areas tribal 
dances are held until mid- 
night, after which everyone 
goes to mass, 

Christmas dinner is 
usually a combination of a 
variety of foods, Mrs, Kam- 
ra said, Turkey, potatoes 
and vegetables share the 
table with curries and other 
exotic foods. 

New Year’s Eve brings 
house parties and most 
people await the strike of 
twelve to greet the New 
Year,

6 teacher at Sir Alexander 
MacKenzie School, fondly 
recalls Christmases spent 
on sun-soaked beaches, For 
in Mrs, Ontkean’s native 
New Zealand Christmas 
sees temperatures of be- 
tween 70 and 80 degrees, 

“Our Christmas is very 
much fashioned after the 
English Christmas,” said 
Mrs, Ontkean, ‘‘Merchants 
decorate their shops, many 
stores have their own Santa 
Claus and children hang 
their stockings on Christ- 
mas Eve,’’ 

New Zealanders exchange 
Christmas cards, with snow 
scenes being the perennial 
favorite, 

There are no big spruce 
trees in New Zealand, Mrs, 
Ontkean points out, so 
Christmas trees are not 
seen as much as here, Many 
people have just a few dec- 
orated branches in their 
homes, 

In spite of the heat, New 
Zealand women prepare a 
big Christmas dinner for 
their families, with roast 
lamb gracing most tables, 
in recent years many home 
makers have turned to ser- 
ving roast-chicken, Turkey 
is a rarity, New Zealand 
exports her best lamb, but 
butchers usually have some 
choice lamb available at 
Christmas, 
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All the garden vegetables 
are just ready at Christmas, 
Mrs, Ontkean said, New pot- 
atoes, peas and other fresh 
produce are served with the 
dinner, Dessert is always 
plum pudding. 

After dinner families 
often go to the sea side, 
where they have their 
Christmas Tea outdoors, 

New Year’s Eve sees a 
lot of visiting back and forth, 
with few house parties, 
Young people invariably 
drive into the rural areas, 
where, much tothe farmers’ 
annoyance, all the gates 
come off, to ‘‘let out the old 
and bring in the New Year,’’

“I think the biggest diff- 
erence between Christmas 
at home and Christmas here, 
is the weather,’’ said Miss 
Zenaida Aratan, a look of 
apprehension on her pert 
face, 

*“Home”’ is the Philipp= 
ines, where temperatures 
are a warm 60 = 70 at 
Christmas, Miss Aratan is 
looking forward to her first 
Canadian Christmas, A tea- 
cher-librarian at Sir George 
Simpson Junior High, she 
arrived here June 8th, 

“In the Philippines we, 
too, have Christmas trees 
and decorate our homes with 


Stareshaped bamboo lant- 
erns are hung in the win- 
dows, friends are remem- 
bered with cards and 
youngsters hang up their 
stockings, Christmas Eve, 
The only things that are 
missing, are chimneys and 
snow! 

Philippine customs are a 
mixture of American and 
Spanish traditions. 

Predominantly a Roman 
Catholic country, , families 
attend midnight mass daily 
from Dec, 17 to 24, 

A typical Christmas din- 
ner includes ‘‘lechon” 
(roast pig), fried rice, egg 
rolls, exotic native salads 
and cakes, 

Traditional carols are 
sung in English or Tagalog, 
the Philippine language, 
“Christmas is very much 
a family occasion,’’ Miss 
Aratan said, adding that 
family reunions are held, 
and in her family, the day 
was usually spent at the 
home of the grand-parents, 

“No one goes to sleep on 
New Year’s Eve,’’ Miss 
Aratan said, The new year 
arrives accompanied by the 
loud noise of firecrackers, 


candles and tinsel,’’ she said,

Cars drive around with 
strings of tin cans tied to 
the bumpers, ‘‘You don’t 
dare leave out your garbage 
cans, If you do, they’ll be 
taken,’’ smiles Zenaida. 

While the young people 
attend parties New Year’s 
Eve, an old superstition 
warns they should return 
home before midnight. “If 
you’re in a different place 
when the clock strikes 
twelve, it is believed you'll 
be away from home for the 
whole year.’’ Similarly, re- 
frigerators, cupboards and 
all containers meant to store 
food should be well stocked 
when the New Year arrives, 
“If your cupboards are bare, 
you'll be poor the whole 
year,”’ 

Zenaida confesses she 
does not really believe this, 
though! 

Miss Aratan will spend 
this Christmas with friends 
and plans to call her family 
long distance to wish them 
“Maligayang Pasko at 
Masaganang Bagong Taon,”’ 
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Africa 
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Christmas in Uganda 
comes in the summer sea- 
son, with temperatures 
ranging between 65 and 85 
degrees, But because the 
cotton crop is just ready at 
that time, the soft, fluffy 
fibres make for a ‘‘white’’ 
Christmas, 

Mrs. Zera Hameed, a 
grade one teacher at George 
Simpson Elementary School, 
says approximately 1/3 the 
population of Uganda is 
Christian, For these people, 
Christmas is very much a 
Holy day, 

The rich sometimes send 
cards, but for the average 
African, life is aday-to-day 
struggle, with little money 
for luxuries, 

The days before Christ- 
mas the people are busy 
marketing their cotton and 
strive hard to get the high- 
est price, 

New clothes are bought 
for every member of the 
family for Christmas, To 
them, this is a must, Mrs, 
Hameed said. Most have only 
the one change of clothes 
and by the time Christmas 
comes around, the garments 
have become very tattered, 

While ordinarily their diet 
consists mainly of bread and 
corn, for Christmas the Af- 
rican will have a sweet dish 
and rice and meat, Turkeys 
are unknown here, Tribal 
dances are very much apart 
of Christmas festivals, 
There are no Christmas 
trees or colored lights. 

There is little mention of 
Christmas in the schools, 
Mrs. Hameed said, Final 
examinations are held dur- 
ing the latter part of Nov- 
ember and the beginning of 
December, 

Christmas comes during 
the eight week school holi- 
days. During this time the 
“East-African Safari” is 
held, a car rally taking in 
Uganda, Kenya and Tangan- 
yika, 

Mrs, Hameed emphasized 
she can only describe 
Christmas in her country as 
an on-looker, A Moslem,

she does not celebrate the 
birth of Christ. 

Sunday, Dec, 22, Moslems 
the world over celebrated 
Eid. ‘‘To us,’’ Mrs, Hameed 
said, ‘‘Eid is as important 
as Christmas is to the 
Christians.’’ Eid was first 
celebrated in 1388 so that 
Moslems might learn self 
restraint, Amonth-long 
fast, called Roza, precedes 
Eid, No food or drink is 
taken between sun up and 
sun down each day during 
this time, 

On Eid, the date of which 
varies from year to year, 
Moslems go to the Mosque 
in the morning. Here, spe- 
cial prayers ‘‘Namaaz” are 
said, After this, graves of 
friends and relatives are 
visited, 

Special Eid cards and pre- 
sents are exchanged, There 
is a lot of visiting back and 
forth on Eid, and every- 
where one goes, he is served 
‘*Kheer,’’ asweet dish, Mrs, 
Hameed said, 

At home, a big meal is 
prepared, This always in- 
cludes lamb, Chicken and 
beef is also served, along 
with rice, vegetables and 
Roti, a traditional Pakistani 
bread, The Moslem does not 


‘eat pork, Dessert is Savei, 


a dish of sweetened vermi- 
celli, 
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A little boy who had spent 
a week at a dude ranch told 
his mother excitedly, ‘Mom, 
I even saw a man who makes 
horses,.’’

Caution urged 


when buying furs 


The thought of buying a 
fur coat, jacket or stole 
leaves most women with 
mixed feelings. On one hand 
is the thrill that furs seem 
to arouse, and, ontheother, 
the fear of ‘‘being taken,’’ 

A fur coat usually con- 
stitutes a major part of the 
clothing budget and a wise 
choice must provide a good 
compromise of four points: 
suitability of purpose, style, 
serviceability and price. 

Decide on the price you 
want to pay and deal only 
with reputable retailers, A 
good furrier will stand be- 
hind his reputation, 

Beware of ‘‘bargains’’, 
Real bargains are rare, be- 
cause of the cost of the 
skins and workmanship, 

The Consumers Assocla- 
tion of Canada says good 
quality in a fur ts indicated 
by « smooth, lustrous app- 
earerce, uniform color and 
texture, pliable skins and 
thick, glossy, long guard 
hairs, Poor quality can be 
recognized by any of these 
characteristics: dull, Ufe- 


less color, thin, uneven fur, 
brittle or split hairs, and 
stiff, rattling skins, 

The fitting is important, 
the C AC says, There should 
be enough room through the 
shoulders and arms so that 
the garment will not be un- 
duly strained. There should 
be a generous lap when clo- 
sed, to prevent straining and 
splitting when you sit in the 
garment, 

Cuffs, neckline and face 
ings should be well protec- 
ted by thick guard hairs. The 
skins should be folded over 
at the facing edge rather 
than seamed unless the fur 
is very bulky. Facings 
should be at least two inches 
wide, The lining should be 
strong enough to support the 
weight of the coat. 

The CAC stresses the 
importance of cleaning and 
glazing fur coats regularly. 
Dirt stiffens and mats the 
hair and sooner or later it 
will break instead of cush- 
ioning beneath you when you 
sit down, 

When tt comes to caring 
for your coat, remember 
that the greatest enemies 
of furs are moths, heat, 
light, moisture and friction, 

Coats should be hungona 
wide hanger in an uncrowded 
closet in the coolest part of 
the house, 

If you get caught in the 
rain and your coat gets 
soaked, send it to a furr- 
ler for proper care, But 
if it is just damp, hang it 
up, away from heat to dry, 
Do not place it on a radia~ 
tor, Never brush or comb 
fur when it is wet.
